NOTE: The proposed amendment would merely add limitations of an auxiliary common line connected to the 
common electrodes from rejected base claim 1 into rejected base claim 17. Therefore, no simplification of issues would result. 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Arguments are not persuasive. It is respectfully 
pointed out that Applicant's arguments seem to be mainly directed at the existance of an auxiliary common line. The applied prior art 
has an auxiliary common line in that there are two common lines formed in a stack that reads on Applicant's invention as broadly 
claimed. Examiner considers Final Rejection proper because, as claimed, there are no further limitations to overcome a common line 
stacked on (or under) an auxiliary common line. Also, it is respectfully pointed out that comb-type common electrodes are not presently 
claimed. 
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
